Taking  into  consideration   the  previous  discussions     nd  counting  on  support 
from  the  French,   the  Soviet  side  outwitted  at  the  session  of  the  Allied 
CouncilCiii]  a  shortened   text  of  vheir  own  previous  proposals  on  the  matter 
[PAKT  II]  in  question*      In  these  proposals  the  following  is  printed  out:
